DIPLOMATIC LANGUAGE. 


HELP ! ! ! 


What is diplomatic language? Oftentimes it is saying 
something that is not entirely true. The greatest diplomat, it 
seems, is oftentimes the one who says the least, at other times 
he is one who says the pleasing thing, regardless of the truthr 
fulness of it. As an example of this note the following written 
by William T. Ellis, one of the writers at the armaments 
conference: 
“Language has so long been put to immoral uses by di­ 
plomacy that possibly the professional statesmen present saw 
nothing incongruous in the graceful but shamelessly inaccur­ 
ate words which were drawn as a veil before the assortment I 
of ugly facts. After listening to the British, French, and Jap- j 
anese speeches at the concluding plenary session of the con­ 
ference on Saturday, February 4, and mentally contrasting 
them with the records of the daily proceedings, I can imagine 
the yellowest of journalists going home with an almost pharis-i 
aical air of self-conscious virture. Never-the-less, I fear fo r ! 
the effect of the example of the diplomats upon the morals of j 
the younger correspondents.”
